i Captain GEORGE E. NIGHTENGALE, manager of the Adventurers' Club, stated that 

Mir. JOHN D. CRAIG had presented a diving suit to that Club several years ago 
and might be the person mentioned in the above letter. He stated that Mr. 
CRAIG'S home address is 2558 West Fitch, Chicago, Illinois, but that he is 
presently in the United States Army Aircorps,; serving as a captain at Miami 
Beach, Florida. He is attending Officers School in the aerial photography 
unit there. , 


CAPTAIN NIGHTENGALE stated that CRAIG, together with one WALDO HL LOGAN, 1250 

North State Street, Chicago, and one RENE DUSSAX, a Brazilian whose present 

address is "Paratroop Company X, Camp Upton, New York, had gone on several ex- 

-peditions in the Caribbean Sea near Mona Passage and Mona Island. However, he 
advised that he had never heard any of these men mention a cable and, in his 
opinion, it was a story which they had run across in their travels which had 
been told to them by someone else. 


‘CAPTAIN NIGHTENGALE advised that the diving suit which CRAIG had presented to 
the Club was one used in the Gulf of California on an island inhabited by canni- 
bal Indians; that the suit was at the Club for several years, but was later 

' placed in a museum. He said he thought that WALDO LOGAN might have some infor- 
mation regarding the subject matter of instant case. 


Mr. WALDO H. LOGAN, 1250 North State Street, advised he did not know anything 
about the cable between the United States and Russia, but related the follow- 
ing story which he believed ee shed some light on how the story might have 
started. 


LOGAN related that in February of 1938 or 1939, (he could not definitely recall 
the year) while he was on a scientific expedition at Mona Island in the Caribbean 
Sea, he had observed a foreign battleship off the Southwest coast of Mona Island. 
He said he later learned this ship was the German battleship, "The Graf Spee". 
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‘About ten days later he observed another vessel which approached the shore near 7 


this same spot where he had his expedition camp. This vessel appeared to be 
Similar to a mine sweeper and he said he estimated it to be about one hundred 
fifty feet long and of perhaps two. thousand tons. He said the vessel came up 
slowly to the shore of. Mona Island and circled it several times. He said he 
later ‘learned from natives on the Island who had gone out near the ship in small 
boats ‘that the vessel had dropped overside twelve large objects which seemed to 
be very heavy. These objects were put over the sides with a Boom and tackle 

and were of sich weight that they caused the ship to cant. These objécts appeared 
to sink to the bottom and were dropped overside about five hundred to one thou- 
sand yards off shore. . , 


LOGAN advised the writer he later descriped this incident, as well as the loca~ 
tion thereof, in considerable detail to/Certain individual:: herein designated 
as Confidential Informant T=-1, who told him that the spot where these objects 
had been dropped was at a point where the main cable from the United States to 
South America makes a fork, one portion of which bears west and the other por- 
tion continuing in the direction of the East Coast of South America. LOGAN 
advised that the only other persons to whom he could recall telling this story 
were individuals designated herein as Confidential Informants T-2 and T-3. 


LOGAN advised that in his opinion there were three possible explanations of the 


activities of this hip he had observed-=-first, laying mines; second, laying 
explosives to destroy the cable; third, storing supplies in sealed containers 
underneath the water. He said that Confidential Informant T-1 had advised him 
subsequently that no United States cable ships had been anywhere near the , 


vicinity of these operations at the time. LOGAN said he believed it quite | 


possible that the original information, which is the subject matter of instant 
case, might have started with this story and in re-telling had become garbled. 
He said that CRAIG and DUSSAX had not been with him on Mona Island at the time 


- of the above described incident although they had been with him on other expe- 


ditions. He stated there was a possibility that JOHN CRAIG might have received 
some information regarding this matter or might have some knowledge of the’ same 
from another source. ; .

On August 26, “1931, the subject was adjudged insane in the Cook County Court. 
Consequently, his license to practice medicine was revoked. However, his — 
license to practice medicine was restored December. 31, 1937. 


These records further reflect that the Subject was a patient at the Kankakee 
State Hospital from January 24, 1930, to the early part of 1937, | that his 
affliction was dementia ‘praecox, paranoid type. 


These records submitted by Miss DWYER further reflected that the Subject had 


in June, 1927, brought suit against Miss BERTHA/RANGERMAN of 5848 South 


Michigan Boulevard , claiming $2,000 damage as a result of libelous statements | 


made by Miss LANGERMAN in a previous suit commenced by the Subject against 


Miss LANGERMAN for breach of promise. 


Miss DWYER further stated. that the Subject had requested that his American 
Medical Society Journal be sent to 1227 North Oakley Boulevard but that he 


_ was presently employed at or an inmate of the Veterans Administration Facility 


at Downey, Illinois. The Subject had on December 11, 1942, advised the 
American Medical Association that his address was the Veterans Administration 
Facility at Downey, Tilinois.

She 
stated that he will commence to criticize everybody in his presence for no 
apparent reason and that on these occasions there is no sense to his conversa~ 
tion at all,

Mr. CHARLES H. PEELER, Chief Clerk, Elgin State Hospital, advised that there 
was no employee at the Elgin State Hospital by the name of Miss PETERS but 

that there were three persons by the name of Miss PETERS who were inmates, all 
of whom were over the age of sixty years, but that they had no access to a 
typewriter. It was noted that a typewriter’ was used to write the communication 
directed to this Office. 


Mr. PEELER further advised that Miss ETHEL A. CHAPMAN, M.D., was employed at 
the Elgin State Hospital, having been there since 1936, and that previously 
she was employed by the Chicago State Hospital. He stated that Miss CHAPMAN 
is a quiet and reserved person of the old-maid type who has no outside 
interests and certainly no un-American tendencies. 


Mr. PEELER further advised that Dr. ETHEL A. CHAPMAN resides at the Elgin 
State Hospital. 


Mr. PEELER advised that no one by the name of Dr. BENJAMIN Me CHAPMAN had ever 
been confined at the Elgin State Hospital. 


This case is carried in a pending status for the reason that a lead is out- 


standing in the Los Angeles Field Division which was set out in the investigative 
report of Special Agent ROBERT W. NEFF dated at Miami, Florida, January 7, 1943.

‘This action 
was refused, and BENJAMIN then started his own branch of the Church 
in America, "and called themselves une Moeronot shen Church in the

: Following this action, tie Patriarch of the: Church in Moscow 
in 1935 suspended the Russian Church in America, 


* In 1944 when Patriarch SERGE died in Russia and Dimas were 
made to elect a new Patriarch of the Russian Orthodox Church, BENJAMIN 
contacted Metropolitan THEOPHILUS and urged him to send delegates to 
. the convention. Informant stated that SERGEI had been imprisoned 
four times in Russia by the Communist Government, and when the Russian 
Government desired to put up a front of. cooperation with the Church, 
they installed him:as Patriarch of the Church. Regarding BENJAMIN's 
request, to send delegates ‘to the Convention in Moscow, the leaders of 
‘the Russian’ Orthodox Church in the United States feared it would cause 
a split in their ranks if they refused to assist in the election of a 
new Patriarch, so they consented.

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Russia refused to grant a Visa to Layman ARKUSH, undoubtedly becean se 
he was a Layman and they were afraid he would talk about conditions 
in Russia. Thé Archpriest METROPOLSKY declined to attend the con- 
vention on the ground that nothing of value would be accomplished by 
so attending. According to the informant, by the time the other two 
delegates of the Russian Orthodox Church in America arrived in Moscow, 
the convention had already been held and ALEXEI has been elected 

- Patriarch. 


The informant also related that when the two delegates were iN 
Moscow they were permitted only to visit certain places, and then only 
in the company of a Russian guide. While in Moscow Archpriest DZVONCHIK 
allegedly told Patriarch ALEXEI that some of the parishoners of the 
Church in America desired the Red Flag displayed in the Church, and 
asked the Patriarch whether this should be permitted. Patriarch ALEXEI 
allegedly replied that the Church was no place for the Red Flag. Ac- 
cording to the informant, the two delegates of the regular Russian 
Orthodox Church received orders from ALEXEI to have all Bishops in 
America sign an agreement that the Church would never be used to spread 
Anti-Soviet propaganda. ‘They were also instructed to hold a conven- 
tion prior to May 30, 1945 to elected a new Metropolitan in the United 
States, and two candidates were suggested to them, Archbishop BENJAMIN 
and a Bishop ALEXEI of some small town in Russia. ‘They were further 
advised that they could put up their own candidate if they so desired, 
but that whoever was elected had to be acceptable to Patriarch ALEXEI, 


The informant stated that the Russian Church leaders in the 
United States have refused to sign the agreement that the Church would 
never be used to spread Anti-Soviet propaganda, and are debating 
Whether to hold the convention to elect a new Metropolitan. He stated 
that the church leaders are afraid that if they do not hold such a 
convention, dissension will arise among their parishoners, and a 
split will develop in the church in America, 


_' The informant stated that Archbishop BENJAMIN is definitely 
Pro-Russia, and is playing politics. He stated BENJAMIN is eurrying 
favor with the Russian Government, and will probably do anything they - 
Say. He also related that most Russians in the United States are : 
Anti-Communists, but are very ignorant, and are so enthusiastic about 
the great Russian Army achievements that they are very susceptible to 
‘Communist propaganda. "ss 


On May 12, 1945[—_aavisea Special Agent McMAHON that 
Archbishop BENJAMIN’ is one of the greatest and most outspoken of . 
Soviet Propagandists in the United States. He stated that BENJAMIN 
is continually praising STALIN and the Russian Government. When others

in the United states who are in sympathy with BENJAMIN. These are

ewly consecrated Bishop believed to be located at Windsor, Ontario. 
This informant stated that the Soviet Red Flag is displayed in the 
St. George Church in Chicago. 


This informant also sollated that Metropolitan THEOPHILUS and 
ten ‘Bishons of the Russian Orthodox Church are to hold a meeting in 
Chicago on May 24, 1945 to decide whether or not to hold the conven- 
tion to elect a new Metropolitan, and to re-align the church in America 
with the Russian Patriarch.

On April 9, 1946, Mr. josern}Genscar, 2665 Burling Street, Chicago, 
called at the Chicago Office and produced-a letter from relatives 
residing in Burgenland, Austria. The letter. in German was trans- 
lated by Mr. GOESCHL and purported to be a request by his relatives 
in Austria as to the present address of sons of Mr. GOESCHL who are 
still in the United States. Army. 


Mr. GOESCHL advised that his sister also received the same type of . 
letter from his.relatives, It was Mr. GOESCHL's belief that, since 
the part of Austria where the letter originated is presently in the 
Russian Zone of Occupation, the possibility exists that the Russians 
are attempting to acquire certain military information from relatives 
of persons living in the United States. 


This matter is being broughtto the attention of the Bureau inasmuch 
as there may be some merit’ in the belief of the informant.
